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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-6 in Paper No. 0803 is 
acknowledged. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 150 words in 
length. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1, 3, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
GB 1420213. 

GB 1420213 teaches a composition comprising compressed, fibrous plant material with 
a length of 5.1-7.6 cm (page 2, line 129) and the plant material being 70-90% of the 
composition (page 1, line 48). 

5. Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pahoundis Sr et al [Pat. No. 3,881,024]. 
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Pahoundis Sr et al teach a composition comprising compressed, fibrous plant material 
with a length of 0.16-10.16 cm (column 6, line 68), the plant material being 50-97% of 
the composition (page 1, line 48), and a density of 0.06-0.48 g/cm 3 (column 9, line 59). 

6. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schanze 
[Pat. No. 4,357,358]. 

Schanze teaches a composition comprising compressed, fibrous plant material with a 
length of 1-16 cm (column 6, line 43), the plant material being 25-95% of the 
composition (page 6, line 34), and a density of 0.3-13 g/cm 3 (column 6, line 32). 

7. Claims 1, 3-4, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gombos et al [Pat. No. 5,736,176]. 

Gombos et al teach a composition comprising compressed, fibrous plant material with a 
length of 10.16 cm (column 4, lines 55-58) and a density of 0.48-0.72 g/cm 3 (column 10, 
line 24).
